An action to .enforce a trade 
agreemecst entered into between 
employer and amployee was begun 
in H. M. Supreme Ceurt, Shanghai, 
on 23rd: Feb.. before Sir Skinner 
Turner, Chief Judge, plaintiffs 
being Messrs. Caldbeck, Macgre- 
sor & Co, Ltd, and deferdant 
Mr. RB. Word. 

According to the statement of 
“claim, plaintiffs, who are wine 
merchants and manufacturers of 
aerated waters in Shanghai, -in 
June, 1922, entered Into an agree 
ment.with defzndant, appointing 
him assistant factory. manager for 
a term of three years, at a salary 
of Tis, 250, rising to Ths. 300. 
There was a clause that the agree 
ment might be dztermined on pay- 
meat cf three months” salary, and

What is a Secret? 

In opening the case for defen. 
dant, Mr. Mactecd observed that 
this was the first case of the kind 
that had come up in Shanghai for 
some time, and it was obviously 
one of some» importance in this 
country, On the face of it, 
Counse! went on to say; the mak- 
ing of aerated water was no secret 
at atl. There were hundreds of 
manufacturers all over the world. 
He was not saying for a moment 
that each maker had not got some 
secret recipe: bat then, early 
every ccok in the world had some 
secret recipe, and it would be 
surprising to learm that the mak- 
ing of cakes involved violation of 
anything in the nature of a’ trade 
‘secret. There were a g00d many 
shings to ba drne in the manufac- 
‘ture of aerated water beyond ¢ 
mixing of a recipe, and it was real- 
ly astonishing to hear anybody 
calling ita secret, or saying it had 
anything to do with secrecy. 

At this point the hearing was 
adjourned.

THE EDUCATION 
QUESTION. 


We bave no doub: that the 


! special article which we yester- 


day published onthe question of 
the education of European 
childten in this Colony was read 
with keep interest by all who are 
in any was closely concerned in 
the problem. Written by an 
educationist, it contained much 
food for thought and dealt on 
broad lines withthe basic points 
which’ must be considered and 
taken into account if the ques- 
tion is to be tackled in such 6 
way as to bring permanent, and 
‘not merely temporary, relief. 
One cannot have read the article 
witbout coming to a realisation 
of the many difficulties, peculiar 


to the Colony, which have to be 
faced. But, after making full 
allowance for theas,-we think the 
conclusion reached—that a school 
somewhat resembling the Muni- 
cipel Secondary Schools at Home 
should be ‘created—is in every 
way warranted by 2 study of 
‘present shortcomings and future 
needs. 


From the idesl standpoint, es 
tbe writer pointed out, the 
establishment of a ° boarding 
school, situate on some healthy 


site, away: from the pictare- 


shows, tea parties and the home, 
would no doubt be the best 
solution. But idealism has 
often to give way to practicality, 


and wa fear that in the subject 
under notice this point must be 
given much weight: The maia 
odjaction to a boarding school, 
whorever it might ba situated, is 
that, however admirable an 
institution it might be, and how- 
over much better it would be for 
to receive = their 
education in it than by attending 
& day school, there would be no 
guarantee of parents being will- 
ing to send their children to it. 
In, the absence of any such 
guarantes, and in the certain 
knowledge that many parents 
would be averse to letting their 
children out of their sight, the 
heavy expenditure involved in 
the prorision and maintenance of 
such an inatitution would be 
wholly unwarranted. 


Our contributor thinks that 
practical considerations suggest 
the desirability of aschool of the 
Secondary type baing provided 
hers for Evropeanchildren: and 
we agree with him. That, in- 
cidentally, is more or less in lino 
with the recommendation of the 
Education Board’s Committee, 
that aCentral! School for specialis- 
ed education be established. In 
all the circumstances, we think 
this is the best solution of the 
problem, and wa shall ba intense- 
ly interested to hear what the 
speakers at the forthcoming 
public meeting will have to say 
on this aspect of the question.
